On tho other hand
tho Mayor and Council nro directly
responsible to tho peoplo of tho City
of Ontario for tho m"nngL'moiit and
enro of thoso varied municipal

In ordor that this property, which
has been acquired, at so much cost,
to tho cltlrens of tho Cltv of Ontario,
shnll bo proporly cared for and maln-tnlno- d,

engenders n vst amount of
responsibility upon tho Mayor nnd
Council nnd to discharge this re-
sponsibility nocossttates tho giving
mi, bv thoso officers of a consider-nbl- o

portion of their tlmo, for which
vthey rocelvo no compensation.

Again tho present Common Council
Is about to adopt tho requisition sys-
tem In tho purchasing of City supplies
nnd tho omploymont of City labor,
which will again mako a demand uo- -
on tho tlmo of thoso officers,

It is no moro than Just that It
you hold men responsible for the
discharge of tho obligatory duties
which you call upon them to do, that
they should receive some, small com-
pensation for their services.

If this measure, obtains, there
will bo ordinance enacmonts defin-
ing moro clearlv and closely, that
the Charter, their duties, and making
It obligatory for tham to perform
tho same In order to sccuro their
compensation.
